Arthur at Work. 

Edward Arthur, a private official of 
Recorder Broyles’ court, has been 
Working on the burlesque and vaude 
ville situation here for several weeks. 
His map of conditions is now ready 
for presentation to his commanding 
generals. His ‘scouting took him over 
the theatrical ground in and about 
Atlanta for the past two weeks, and 
his findings will be ready for Chief 

eavers’ inspection soon. 

The evils that have been most fre- 
quently reported to police headquar- 
ters in the burlesque and cheap vaude- 
Wille field have been the employment 
lof young girls and the presentation 
Of obscene performances. 

Last night, in company with a Con- 
titution reporter, Chief Beavers visit- 
d the Columbia burlesque theatg, in 

Il street, and the Princess burlesque 
heater, in Whitehall street. 

When-thé titet arrived at the Co- 
umbia his présénée was instantly 
joted by the management. who saw 
he chief standing in an aisle watch- 
ing the performance intently. 

“This is the tamest show we have 
ad here in weeks,” said Frank Ham- 
mond, speaking for the Colimbla man- 

ement. 

As the chief gazed at the stage he 
aw various and sundry maidens, ar- 
‘ayed in long, flowing robes, skipping 
rom side to side, doing what is term- 
da “scarf dance.” The movements 
f the maids were neither suggestive 
Inor timid. In fact, the show could 

been called exceedingly tame, 
without stretching the imagination. 
College Boys Kid Actors, 

Two comedians, one a German and 
lone a Jew, made the chief laugh. 
After a few minutes it was suggested 
that the chief take a look at the 
Princess theater. 

As the chief entered the house, the 
audience was mostly composed of col- 
lege boys. The audience insisted on 
“kidding” the show, hilariously re- 
marking upon the Junoesque propor- 
tions of the leading lady. When a 
black face comedian told some rather 
broad jokes the audience howled its 
delight in terms unmistakable. 

When the chief left the theater after 
witnessing a tame ending to the per- 
formance, he met Frank Hammond, the 
secretary to the mayor, just outside 
of the door. Mr. Hammond, who had 
acted as spokesinan for the Columbia 
management, and the chief had a talk 
by themselves to one side. . 

‘As the chief staried for his automo- 
bile, he met Edward Arthur, the po- 
lice court officer who has been pri- 
vately investigating the burlesque 
houses. The two were joined by the 
patrolman on the beat, who remark- 
@d to the chief that the manager of 
‘the Princess had “cut” the show after 
“he heard that you were coming.” 

Arthur told the chief that the show 
had been widely cut from the per- 
formance of the evening before by his 
(arthur’s) orders. 

‘At the conclusion of the inspection 
trip the chlef refused to make a state- 
ment. 

His one comment during the tour 
was when he commented on the action 
of the crowds in the Princess theater 
in “joshin" the show people. ‘I shall 
have to put an officer here,” he re- 
marked, “if the audience insists on 
rough conduct.” 

Must Keep the Law. 

Chief Beavers sald later at-the po- 
lice barracks 

“Just as soon as evidence can be 
ebtained cases will be made. Rumors 
have been coming to police headquar- 
ters frequently of theatrical condt- 
tions in Atlanta. The investigation 1s, 
in a word, purely an effort to either 
verity or disprove the reports that 
have been brougnt to official notice.

The fight was precipitated by 
council's action in approving a resolu- 
tion calling on the mayor to appoint 
a commission of electrical experts to 
make a test of the fob. 

Next Monday afternoon the resolu- 
tion will be returned to counell vetoed 
by the mayor. 


message, in which the mayor intends 
to inform the clty fathers that he will 
not give sanction to an act which 
might complicate the issue. Plainly 
stated, the mayor 1s going to place 
himself in the same attitude he as- 
sumed in his fight egainst the new 
$376,000 crematory. 
Why He Opposes System, 

Mayor Woodward told The Consti- 
tution Saturday tha: he is opposing 
the new system of fire alarm for 
these reasons: 


Virst, Because the contract is {]- 


| legal, and because the city must pay 


the contract price next year. 

Second, Because he does not believe 
the city ought to be made to pay 
$106,000 cash. 

Third. Because the system has in- 
creased the expenses of the fire de- 
partment approximately $7,200 a year 

Explaining his opposition to the 
new system, Mayor Woodward severe- 
ly eriticised Fire Chief W. BO Cum- 
mings. He charged that the chief 
deceived the city Into believing that 
the new system would save the de- 
partment money, whereas it has in- 
creased the expenses. 

It requires six men to manipulate 
the system at fire headquarters,” he 
said, “and the cost to the city In gal- 
aries ‘alone will amount to $600 a 
month. There are less than 1.000 fire 
calls a year. The fire department pro- 
poses to put on five men at $90 > 
month each, and a chlef operator at 
$150, The police signals won't cost the 
city half that amount, and the men 
on duty answer half million calls a 
year. 

Contract Passed Hiegally. 

“But that 1s not the chlef reason J 
have for not approving this system 
‘The contract was passed up illegally 
and until the Okenite company gets 
busy with a business-like proposition 
to the city I don't propose to even 
consider that the company has a con 
tract with the city. And I don't pro- 
pose to allow the city to pay $106,000 
for the system. The company was 
willing-to- do the work and wait sev- 
eral years for the money. Now, if they 
mean business, let them come in gnd 
offer the elty something it has to gell 
If the price 1s wrong, the city is not 
dound to buy the system. The first 
thing they have to do is to get the 
whole proposition on a legal basis be- 
fore I have anything to do with 
them.” 

Mayor Wogdward has a slight ad- 
vantage over council this matter 
The resolution simply asks for the ap- 
pointment by the mayor of a commit- 
tee. By vetoing the paper the mayor 
refuses to make the’ appointments. 
therefore council can hardly do more 
than accept the mayor's refusal. Cer- 
tainly, he cannot be forced to appoint 
the committee. 

However, council can table the may- 
ors veto, and draw up another resa- 
lution authorizing the mayor pro tem 
to appoint the committee. But this 
will be just what the mayor wants, be- 
cause it relieves him of the duty of 
meddling In the contract 

‘Will Veto Fenee. 

Mayor Woodward will alsa send a 
veto message in connection with his 
secopd refusal to approve. the resolu- 
tion authorizing the erectio of a 
fence around the building-torner Byoad 
and Alabama streets. 

The mayor said Saturday that coun- 
cil has muddled the matter worse 
than it was when he vetoed it at the 
last meeting and several leading mem- 
bers of council, including gnembers of 
the traffic committee, agree with him. 
According to the mayor's interpréta- 
tion of the resolution as it now stands, 
it repeals the present ordinance and 
nullifies important sections of the 
bullding code and confllets with the 
state laws. ‘ 

“The ordinance ow on~the books 
Provide that only half of the sidewalk 
and half of the street shail be allowed 
use of by contractors, whéfdds' coun- 
cil, through this resolution, gives the 
comtractor a permit to use all of the 
sidewalk and part of the street’ to 
within four feet of the car track,\" he

Work for Future. 

Now, just a thought for future work 
When we realize that two-thirds of 
our people are rural, must we not know 
that the greatest problem we are now 
facing and which must be met, is the 
woman on the farm? 1 would suggest 
that every club, no matter how small, 
appoint a rural Ife committee; this 
committee to work In small adjacent 
towns and country school districts, 
always through the teachers. Arrange 
mothers’ meetings: provide lectures or 
anything that would be helpful. for we 
must plan to make our farm’ life so 
attractive and our rural school facil- 
ities such that boys and girls will not 
want to leave the farm for the city 
We should know that all our farm 
problems are city problems, because 
the city is entirely dependent upon 
the farm for its Hving. When boy 
and girls leave the farm for the cit 
they become problems for the city 
clubs, so that by helping to. keep them 
on the farm. will solve, in a large 
measure, some of the social problems of 
some of the large citles, 

We must agitate, educate and legi. 
late until every rural school in the 
state shall be a model, standard school, 
as the result of our federation activi: 
ties, ao that through them domestic 
science and manual training equipment 
will be placed in all rural high schoo 
and more attention be pald to the phys- 
jeal training of our rural children. In 
other words. we must stress vocational 
training. We must send our young 
people out of our schools Instructed in 
the direction of what they intend to 
make thelr life work, rather than send. 
ing them out with a knowledge of 
books, but wholly unequipped to make 
a living. Our slogan must be improve- 
ment of our rural schools.

The World’s Mysteries 


WHAT WAS PUGACHEVSHCHIZNA? 


The year of 1773 was year of the 
Pugachevshchizna in Russia, which brought 
to the Caarina Catherine a surprise which 
shook the foundations, now only of her 
throne, but of thy whole Russian empire. 
The backbone of Russia is its peasants 
Through centuries these peasants have pre- 
served in their traditions the bellef of het- 
ter times to come, when there will be ne 
er lords. nor priests, nor officials 

In the beginning of Catherine's reign t 
peasant was nearer to those times. but Peter 
1 gave the Russian peasant into serfdom, 
and Catherine, “the star ef the North,” ex- 
tended this serfdom ty landless servants, to 
the Small Russia, where serfdum did not 
exist, and even to provinces n from Po- 
land, giving to the masters the right not 
only to flog their serfs, but also to send 
them to hard labor in Russia 

It was this hope fur better tunes that 
has led to many tragedies in Mtussia, The 
Russian peasant suffers and is silent: but 
it Is not difficult to understand his psycho- 
logical state when into some remote corner 
of the country there comes to him the news 
about the murder of “the caar-father,” and 
especially when such news is disguised in 
most fantastic garb. 

The Russian peasants thoughts must be 
still more disturbed and his feelings still 
more aroused, when after a certain lapse of 
time there reaches him news that the good 
hearted, the best and the most benevolent 
caar, who was murdered “for nothing,” has 
risen and is coming ty his people, to seek 

ng them protection against Jurds, piivsts 
aid officials 

The cry “For the Czar!” arouses the peas 
ants from their sual apathy, makes them 
catch hold of poles and of Vurning pleves 
ef wood, and burst wut Ike an element wi 
can be quenched only hy a sea of hood. Su 
an element is called in Russia. “Pugach: 
shehizna.” This element caused th 
sian peasant to revalt more than a hun; 
years before Catherine's reign in favor 
the alleged resuscitated Czar bimitri 

» Russia two cgars-pretenders, Lui 
Catherine's reign there arose a third, « 
his name was Pugachev. It was at a thine 
when there was a certain kind of uneast- 
hess amongst the people. and war and pesti- 
lence produced an atmosphere favorable to 
the most fantastic reports. 

Towards the end of 1774. Peter TIl. resus- 
citated, appeared In the extreme east of Rus- 
sia and issued to the people a proclamation, 
written in gold letters. The peasants fol- 
lowed the czar-avenger, the czar-savior, the 


czar-martyr. Pugachev, a Cossack, half sol-r 


dier, half robber, claimed to be Peter Ill. 
Pugachey was courageous and enterpris- 
ing. He'knew how to reach the Russian 
peasant's most painful wrongs. He was able 
enough to surround himself with the halo 
of a divine messenger. He could attract him- 
self not only to Christians, but to heathens, 
and in addition to all that ho bore a most 
striking resemblance to the czar, Peter III. 
The revolt soon changed to an insurrection, 
St. Petersburg trembled. Several thousand 
Cossacks sent against the rebels joined Puga- 
chev, Who mafched against Moscow and cap- 
tured a fortress. Catherine's generale. were 
defeated one after the other, and towards 
Neva flew the ominous news: “The Czar Ba» 
ter III is coming; the truth !s comingt"’ 
Pugachev advanced, marking bis halfug

era year was Catherine able to gather“an 
army to defeat Pugachey. Then she neéded 
nearly a year “In which to use bribery and 
treason in order to reach Pugachev and-out pf

Pugachey, put in an iron cage, like awit 
beast, was frightfully tortured, and thep.eit fi 
to pieces. He died, but-hie spirit remained 
among the Russian peasants, together with 
a deep conviction not_only that the Whtte 
Czar and the mother Czarina ace sometimes 
Victims of assassins, but also that they are 
sometimes murderers 

Puxachevshchizna made a deep impression 
throughout the empire. but espectally fh St 
Petersburg. Who was Pugachev that i ff 
should have been able so nearly to accom- &

Charley Brickley Beats Yale | 
With Five Goals From Field; © 
Defense of Both Teams Good | 


Cambridge, Mass. November 
The Harvard football team of 1913, 
with Fullback Charles. Brickley 
playing in the stellar role, established 
a new epoch in Crimson gridiron his 
tory today by defeating Yale for the 
first time in the stadium by the score 
of 15 to 5. 

Although 20 points were scored by 


| the two eleven, neither succeeded in 


carrying the ball across the other's 


goal line and all the points were the 


direct or indirect result of kicking. 
Seven times Brickley drove the ball 


{spinning and turning over the heads 


of the Yale players and so deadly was 
his accuracy with eye and toe that 
five times the ball crossed the goal 
bar for Crimson points. . 

Four times Guernsey, Yale's tield'goal 
kicker, essayed the same feat, but 
only once did the leather spread cross 
Harvard's goal. To the Eli's earned 
3 points there was added an unearned 
2, due to an unintentional safety by 
Left End O’Brien, of Harvard. 

‘Team Play Helped. 

Thus, thanks to Brickley’s splendid 
kicking ability, did Harvard defeat 
Yale for the second time in two years 
and win undisputed right to the east- 
ern intercollegiate football champion- 
ship of the year, Excellent and spec- 
tacular as was Brickley’s play, both 
in running and kicking, however the 
fact remains that the splendid machine 
that Coach Haughton developed this 
autumn earned equal glory with the 
famous drop-kicker, for it was the 
concerted play and efforts of the 
eleven men as a whole that paved the 
way for the situations from which 
Brickley scored the 15 points that 
stand tonight as Harvard's record 
against the Blue. 

That Guernsey, on the other hand, 
failed to approach Brickley’s feat was 
due almost entirely to the fact that 
the team in front of him could not 
hold or drive back the Crimson to a 
point where field goal kicking passed 
from the improbable to the possible. 

That such should be the case was 
not accounted for by any great physt- 
cal or playing superiority of the Har- 

men as individuals, but rather 
by the coaching methods and system 
of attack and defense. 

ted broadly, Harvard played a 
well-balanced game in both offense 
and defense, in which the best and 
most conservative parts of the new 
and old football were successfully 
combined, Opposed to this was a Yale 
game that would undoubtedly have 
won under the “b yards in three 
downs” days, but it was absolutely un- 
suited to win against the Harvard 
eleven of 1913, 

Comparisons. 

That it was a Harvard victory in 
every sense, devoid of flukes or ques- 
tionable features, is eloquently proved 
by the figures and statistics of the 
game play by play. In every depart- 
ment theCrimson surpassed the Blue 
and there was ample reason. for the 
unrestrained enthusiast and rejoicing 
‘in Boston and Cambridge tonight 

Harvard in all gained 229 yards and 
nine first downs in 57 rushes, against 
Yale's 143 yards and six first downs in 
41 rushes. Mahan’ gained rds 
in 16 punts to 452 yards in the com- 
bined 13° punts ‘by Guernsey and 
Knowles. 

Brickley kicked five goals out of 
seven tries to Guernsey's one goal in 
four tries. 5 

Harvard players ran back Yale punts 
133 yards, against 54 yards thus re- 
gained by the Eli backfield. In penal- 
ties Yale lost 30 yards for holding and 
rough tackling to Harvard’s 5 yards 
for off-side play. 

Never in the history of this particu- 
lar intervarsity football classic was 
more gridiron history made or a 
greater or more brilliant throng of 
spectators assembled to witness the 
making of the same.

COTTON SEED. VALUE 
DISCUSSED BY SOULE 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture and a recognized authority upon 
agricultural subjects, has prepared for 
the press a most interesting bulletin 
in which he points out the unwisdom 
of putting whole cotton seed into the 
ground for fertilizing purposes. 

In this bulletin he shows that 
actual chemical analysis there 1s onl; 
$12.23 worth of plant food in a ton of 
cotton seed, and by putting them into 
the ground loses practically 50 per 
cent of the market value of these seed. 

He points out that therg is as much 
plant food in a thousand pounds of 
cotton seed meal when applied to the 
soil for fertilizing purposes as in a 
ton of whole cotton seed. In conclud- 
ing this article of sound advice to the 

eorgi& farmers, Dr. Soule writes 
|"The writer has studied the subject 
very carefully and has had years of 
opportunity in which to examine at 
jfirst hand’ the results obtained with 
Seed and meal in field tests and as a 
source of food for live stock, and is 
more than convinced that the farmer

Another Step in Mileage Fight 


The action of the supreme court in reversing Judge Ellis’ decision in 
the mileage case, and supporting the action of the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, another step forward in the long fight which the traveling 
men of Georgia have waged in order to secure the privilege of having 
their mileage pulled on trains. This act on the part of the supreme court 
is a long step forward, but the traveling men must not make the mistake 
of thinking that the fight is won 

In South Carolina, when the railroads were forced to pull mileage on 
trains. they promptly withdrew the interchangeable feature from the 
mileage books, with the result that the travelers in that state have to 
carry a different mileage book for every road over whose lines they 
travel. Such an action on the part of the railroads in Georgia is not only 
possible, but the travelers must recognize the fact that it is probable 
Irrespective of the right or wrong of-the whole question, it is certainly a 
certain fact that the roads will not give in to the demands of the traveling 
men without making as hard a fight as they possibly can. It will take at 
the least an act of congress to force the roads into the pulling of the 
mileage on the trains, and the only day on which the travelers can claim 
that they have won the victory will be the day on which every railroad 
in the state commences pulling the mileage on its trains without question 
or complaint, without quibble or condition, just as they sell it to the 
travelers in the first place. When that day dawns will be time enough 
for the traveling men of Georgia to start to sing their song of rejoicing 
and not before. They must never let up in their fight if they wish to,win, 
and there can be little doubt their desire in this respect when the 
splendid struggle they have already made is considered. Let them not be 
deceived by misleading announcements of victory before the fight is over, 
and remember that the man who apprectates his triumph the most is he 
who can feel sure that it will be permanent and not merely a passing

Jacksonville, Fla, November  22.— 
(Special.)—One of ‘the strongest ad- 


dresses at the convention of the At. 
lantic Deep Waterways association, ri 

tly held in this city, was made by 
Colonel Sigo Myers, of Savannah. Colo- 
nel Myers spoke on ‘Georgia's Inland 
Waterways—Past and Prospectiv 

Wai Producers, 

Colonel Myers in part: 

“We have with us many bankers, 
many shipping men, many jobbing mer- 
chants, many manufacturers, but 1 am 


constrained ‘to believe there are with | 


us but very few planters, very féew 
lumbermen, very few turpentine oper- 
ators. And yet, so far as Georgia and 
Florida are concerned, these classes of 
our business men are equally interes! 
ed with the representatives of 
commercial and financial Interests of 
our ports in the work that this asso- 
ciation has undertaken, and to which 
its united intelligence and energies are 
directed: 
“That they are not directly repre- 
sented in a greater measure than they 
are, arises, I am sure, from @ miscon- 
ception on their part of the mission 
of this association, from a failure to

ent.” Prince Keiki continued the 

iggle and internecine strife of al- 
10st endless duration threatened to 
exhaust the state and expose it as an 
easy prey to foreign oppression when 
Kelki voluntarily abdicated and re- 
stored the powers of government to 
the imperial throne. He led a life of 
seclusion for many years, but in 1898 
he was Invited by the emperor to take 
up his residence in Tokio and the title 
of prince was conferred upon. him. 

The Japan Times, In describing the 
incident of his appearance as a guest 
at a garden party given by Count 
Okuma in 1907, declared that the prince 
stood as an emblem of the Japanese 
genius of civilization, remarking the 
changes that had been affected by a 
revolution without madness since 
the days of the Shogunate.

A tal 
by some physician of high standing, 
or dy some educator or even by some 
minister, ts often helpful as a means of 
promoting this free discussion. and If 
@ lecture is given at, one meeting the 
next meeting might well be devoted to 
an interchange of ideas on the apopli- 
cation of the Information gained.

Sow Wheat and Rye and In- 
sure Plenty of Feed.

After the middle of Octobet it ia 
rather late for sowing oats, especially 
in the northern thalf of the cotton 
belt. When sowed later than this they 
are apt to make little fall growth and 
be winter killed, but this does not 
apply .with the same force to wheat 
and rye. which may be sowed up to 
the middle of November. It is true 
that rye makes very poor hay, but 
none of the fall-sowed grains make 
better hay that wheat if cut at the 
right time.

Last Week Was Very Dull 


DULLNESS REIGNS 


Wall. Street Waiting for 
Washington in the Mexi- 
can Trouble and Monetary 
Legislation—Money Mar- 
ket Easy. 


New York, November 22.—(Special.) 
The tendency of the stock market has 
been hard to judge during the week 
just closing, with trading too dull and 
quiet to base any conclusions on. As 
a whole, however, the list was a little 
heavy. Transactions each day were 
at about the lowest average In a num- 
ber of months for a similar period. The 
great uncertainty as to what is to 
come of the Mexican muddle laid a 
damper on all market activity on 
either side. Bulls state that they feel 
that it is time there was a recovery 
after such a long period of declining 
markets which have carried prices to 


nearly all dividend ~ paying shares. 
Bears, on the other hand, were afraid 
that the Mexican 
cleared up sudaenly by some unexpect- 
ed favorable development, and that 
after jt thero might be a big buying 
movement. The unexplained und Very 
sharp crop in the shares of the Assets 
Realization company was one of the 
features of the week. Another was a 
very good recovery in the shares of 
the New Haven road. Speculative in- 
terest ig at about the lowest ebb of 
Tecent years, when considering that 
prices are low and nearly everything 
has been liquidated, also in view of the 
extremely easy money market, it had 
been expectea that the public would 
take an increased interest in specula- 
tion, Professionals stil] have the mar- 
ket ‘practically to themseives 

Reports of business recession are 
heard, but it is beleveu that when 
monetary legislation is out of the way 
this will prove largely of a temporary 
character. For the time the whole 
business and financial world is luok- 
ing gtowards Washington for new 
money laws before going ahead with 
undeytakings that have been planned. 
Humbrs are current of many changes 
in Wall street firme, telling of many 
that are to go out ‘of business soon 
because of tne prevailing dullness. 
There are also reports of financial dif 
ficulties, but such are always heard 
in dull times in the financial district. 

Plenty of Loan Money. 

Money rates have been very easy 
with offerings of loanable funda in e: 
cess of the demand. Call money has 
gone below 3 per cent. On time loans 
it hes been possible to get three and 
four months’ maturities at a little un- 
der 5 per cent. The banks are in a 
stronger position as regards surplus 
reserves than they have been at thig 
time of the fall ina large majority of 
previous years. Loans’ to country 
banks for crop moving have been re- 
turned to New York much earlier than 
usual, largely as a result of the plac- 
ing of $55,000,000 government loans 
for crop moving. Absence of specula- 
tion, commercial listlessness and large 
deposits of idle funds have aided the 
situation in banks here. Gold imports 
have only amounted * to §2,000,000, 
whigh is) much less than the usual 
amount brought in by this time in the 
fall, and yet if more were to come 
here bankers would not know what to 
do with it. That more is coming is 
certain, because our trade balances 
abroad’ are constantly increasing and 
cannot be ultimately settled excepting 
by the passage of some gold. 

When Assets Keallzation company 
stock dropped to 4, a break of 80 
points in ten months,’ it became a sub- 
Ject for news items for the first time 
in years. ‘The weakness is not ex- 
plained, officers of the company stat- 
ing emphatically that the affairs of 
the concern are in good shape. In the 
fiscal year to June 30 last the com- 
pany earned over 13.9 per cent on the 
$10,000,000 common stock, paying 4 
per cent dividends. Since November 1 
the shares went down $40 a share, and 
that, much in small drops during the 
elght preceding months.
